Gentlemen, — 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  2nd.  Annual 
Report  which  is  the  ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  Borough  of  Pudsey. 

This  report  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  and  is  for  the  year  ended  Dec.  31st, 
1908. 

For  years  past  the  Birth  rate  has  been  fast  declining  and  I  am 
sorry  to  have  to  report  that  this  year  we  have  the  lowest  Birth  rate 
on  record,  thirty  one  years  ago  it  was  over  double  the  rate  of  the 
present  year,  if  this  state  of  affairs  continues  for  another  30  years 
the  Birth  rate  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report  for  that  year  will  be 
conspicuous  by  its  absence.  It  is  however  satisfactory  to  know  that 
the  general  death  rate  still  keeps  low  as  well  as  the  Zymotic,  Res¬ 
piratory  Phthisis  and  Infantile  Mortality  death  rate. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  diminution  of  Notifications  of 
Infectious  Disease  on  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  received  was  44,  being  a  decrease  of  6. 

Scarlet  Fever  showed  an  increase  of  4. 

Diphtheria  a  decrease  of  5. 

Erysipelas  a  decrease  of  3. 

Enteric  Fever  a  decrease  of  1. 
while  there  was  not  a  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  reported. 

This  year  the  rainfall  being  considerably  below  the  average, 
we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having  a  continuous  and  good  supply 
of  water,  in  many  places  there  has  been  a  water  famine. 

The  Scavenging  is  most  efficiently  carried  out  and  giving  every 
satisfaction,  at  the  same  time  the  cost  is  considerably  lessened. 

Now  that  we  have  the  Trams  running  through  the  town,  the 
streets  along  the  line  of  route  ought  to  be  kept  well  watered,  so  that 
our  food  which  is  so  often  exposed  to  the  open  by  the  Tradesmen 
shall  not  be  contaminated  by  the  dust  with  its  endless  germs  stirred 
up  by  the  passing  trams. 
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Since  you  had  bills  issued  re  ‘^putting  Trade  refuse  into 
ashpits”  and  ‘^‘throwing  slops  into  streets”  I  am  pleased  to  say  there 
has  been  a  great  improvement. 

I  must  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Cdnairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  kindness  and  support 
during  the  year,  and  also  the  willing  help  from  those  with  whom  I 
am  associated  in  the  Public  Health  work.

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Infantile  Mortality. — The  deaths  of  Infants  under  one 
year  of  age  numbered  32,  and  calculated  on  the  number  of  children 
whose  births  were  registered  during  the  year  gives  an  Infantile 
Death-rate  of  113  per  1000. 

The  average  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  for  the  10 
years  from  1898  — 1907  inclusive  was  45.7. 

The  Infantile  Death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1908 
per  1000  births  is  121. 

For  the  76  great  towns,  128. 

For  the  142  smaller  towns,  124. 

For  England  and  Wales,  less  the  218  towns,  110. 

Of  the  32  deaths  that  occurred  during  the  first  year  of  their 
life,  7  were  due  to  Premature  Birth,  5  Wasting  Diseases,  and  ) 
due  to  Diarrhoeal  diseases,  and  the  remainder  practically  from 
Lung  Affections. 

In  a  good  many  cases  no  sooner  are  the  helpless  infants 
ushered  into  the  world  than  they  are  dosed  with  gruel,  cold  water^ 
gin  and  water,  and  other  things  too  numerous  to  relate,  thus  causing 
Acute  Indigestion,  resulting  in  Vomiting  and  Diarrhoea,  giving 
them  a  bad  start  in  life  from  the  very  first,  laying  the  foundation 
for  all  kinds  of  diseases. 

Where  Artificial  Feeding  has  to  be  resorted  to  the  greatest 
care  ought  to  be  taken  in  the  preparation  of  the  food,  its  quality, 
cleanliness  of  bottles,  etc.  ;  regularity  in  time  of  feeding  is  most 
important,  not  always  to  feed  the  infant  when  it  cries,  which  is  too 
common  an  occurrence  in  this  district,  then  later  on  to  be  soothed 
by  the  so  called  “  Soothing  Syrups”,  which  in  any  case  is 
detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  child. 

The  comforter  or  dummy  teat  is  largely  employed  in  trying  to 
quieten  the  youngsters,  which  very  often  is  in  a  hlthy  condition,  and 
ought  never  to  be  used  in  any  case. 

Where  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  is  in  force,  and 
they  have  the  help  of  lady  visitors,  a  great  reduction  in  the 
mortality  rate  has  been  experienced,  and  it  is  a  thing  we  might 
well  consider  in  this  district. 
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DEATHS  OF  CHILDREN  UNDER  i  YEAR— IN  WARDS. 
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Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — The  Infectious 
D  iseases  Notihcation  Act  (1889)  has  been  in  force  in  Pudsey  since 
April  ist,  1895. 

The  d  iseases  which  are  notified  in  the  Borough  are  Small 
Pox,  Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Erysipelas,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Typhus,  Typhoid,  Relapsing,  Continued  or  Puerperal  Fever.

Small  Pox. — There  has  not  been  a  notification  of  this 
disease  during  the  year  1908. 

I  may  again  mention  we  have  no  means  of  accommodation  for 
these  cases. 

I  am  sorry  to  see  so  many  persons  this  year  that  have  got 
Exemption  Certificates  of  Vaccination.  These  Certificttes  are 
very  much  more  easily  obtained  than  formerly.  There  is  now  no  need 
to  appear  before  the  Magistrates  at  the  Police  Court  to  get  the  same, 
but  simply  to  make  a  declaration  before  a  Solicitor,  who  is  a 
Commissioner  for  Oaths,  or  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  before 
any  other  officer  authorised  to  receive  a  Statutory  Declaration, 
that  you  conscientiously  believe  that  Vaccination  would  be 
prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  child. 

At  some  future  time  when  Small  Pox  visits  this  district,  there 
will  be  numbers  of  children  nnprotected,  and  will  fall  victims  to  this 
dreaded  complaint.

Diarrhoea. — There  were  six  deaths  from  this  complaint. 
Thi  s  is  a  disease  so  specially  fatal  to  Infants.  In  trying  to  reduce 
the  Mortality  amongst  Children  and  Infants  special  care  should  be 
taken  in  all  feeding  bottles  and  all  utensils  used  for  the  storage  of 
milk  being  kept  clean,  and  the  milk  for  feeding  young  children 
should  be  boiled. 

Diphtheria  — Only  three  cases  w^ere  notified  during  the 
year.  Two  were  isolated  at  home,  and  the  other  was  removed  to 
the  Hospital.  They  all  recovered. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate,  as  in  the  neighbouring  districts 
there  have  been  a  considerable  number  of  cases. 

Measles. — We  have  been  wonderfully  free  from  this  disease 
this  year,  during  the  month  of  May  we  had  several  cases,  but  no 
epidemic.  No  deat.i  recorded. 

Whooping  Cough,  Mumps  and  Chicken  Pox. — 

By  referring  to  the  summary  of  the  weekly  returns  of  absentees 
from  the  Schools  on  account  of  these  complaints  you  will  find  very 
little  interference  in  the  attendances  has  been  experienced. 

Only  one  death  has  been  recorded  from  Whooping  Cough. 

If  children  under  5  years  of  age  were  excluded  .Tom  the 
Schools  I  am  confident  we  should  have  very  much  better  attendances 
in  the  Schools,  and  less  of  the  Infectious  Diseases.

The  Local  Government  Board  have  issued  an  order  in 
pursuance  of  Section  130  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  as 
amended  and  extended  by  the  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891, 
and  the  Public  Health  Act,  1896,  to  provide  for  the  notification 
to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  Sanitary  Authorities  of  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurring  amongst  the  inmates  of  Poor 
Law  Institutions,  or  amongst  persons  under  the  care  of  District 
Medical  Officers,  and  for  the  taking  of  certain  measures  in  such 
cases.  These  regulations  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1909. 

In  every  case  of  death  from  Phthisis  have  we  had  the  houses 
disinfected,  and  in  some  cases  we  periodically  disinfect  where  there 
is  a  consumptive  living.

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As  milk  is  probably  the  most  common  vehicle  for  the  infection  of 
diarrhoea  in  children,  and  a  medium  by  which  many  infectious 
diseases  are  conveyed,  it  behoves  us  to  keep  a  strict  eye  on  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops.  At 
the  same  time  not  forgetting  the  cleanliness  of  the  milkers.  Cows 
are  too  often  kept  in  a  dirty  ccndition  in  sheds  where  there  is  too 
little  light  and  very  little  ventilation,  on  the  supposition  that  they 
give  more  milk  which  is  a  fallacy,  but  which  predisposes  to  tuber¬ 
culosis.  If  pure  clean  milk  Is  to  be  produced,  the  cows  and  their 
surroundings  must  be  clean,  they  should  be  groomed,  the  udder  and 
teats  should  be  thoroughly  washed  before  milking,  thus  preventing 
the  fall  of  hair,  straw,  and  even  cow  dung  into  the  milk. 

The  milkers  should  be  scrupulously  clean,  hands  should  be 
washed  before  milking,  and  should  avoid  spitting  in  the  cow^sheds. 

The  Public  are  getting  more  enlightened  about  the  necessity 
of  getting  pure  clean  milk.  Thus,  those  Dairymen  who  have  gone 
in  for  the  latest  improvements,  reap  the  benefit. 

There  are  still  some  cowsheds  in  the  Borough  in  a  condition 
not  satisfactory  to  us,  but  I  am  pleased  to  say  there  has  been  a 
gradual  improvement,  all  round. 

Nine  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  for  analysis, 
eight  were  found  to  be  of  excellent  quality,  while  one  was  found  to 
have  8  per  cent,  of  added  water — in  this  case  prosecution  is 
impending. 

The.Rules  for  Milkers  we  still  have  posted  up  in  every  cowshed.

Sanitary  alterations  have  been  carried  out  at  the  following 
Mills,  viz  : — 

Leigh  Mills,  four  water  closets  have  been  re-constructed  and 
made  to  comply  with  the  Sanitary  Accommodation  Order  of  February 
4th,  1903. 

Messrs  Lumby  and  Robert’s  Mill,  one  water  closet  constructed. 

Crawshaw  Mill,  alteration  to  water-closets. 

South  Park  Mills,  4  privies  converted  into  hand  pull  water- 
closets. 

The  H.M.  Inspector  notified  one  work-shop  to  be  in  a  dirty 
condition.  I  went  to  see  the  occupier  of  the  work-shop  on  the 
matter,  and  he  had  the  place  cleaned  forthwith. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  all  the  above  work 
has  been  carried  out  without  having  to  take  legal  proceedings 
before  the  Bench  of  Magistrates. 
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Disinfection. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  disinfection  has  been  carried  out  after  the  following  cases  of 
Infectious  disease  upon  the  removal,  recovery,  or  death  of  the 
patient,  viz.  :

Smoke  Observations. 

Thirty  six  observations  were  taken  during  the  year  1908. 

In  my  last  year’s  report  I  had  to  complain  of  Gibraltar  Mill 
chimney  and  Grangefield  Mill  chimney  sending  forth  black  smoke 
so  as  to  be  a  nuisance. 


At  Grangefield  Mills  a  fan,  etc.,  was  fixed  in  the  early  part  of 
this  year  (1908),  and  no  complaint  has  been  made  since  the 
completion  of  the  work. 

At  Gibraltar  Mills  the  fixing  of  the  fan,  etc.,  was  not  properly 
completed  until  October  of  this  year  (1908).  Since  then  there  has 
been  no  complaint. 

During  the  year  (when  not  taking  observations)  I  have  called 
to  warn  the  firemen  against  black  smoke  being  issued  from  the 
chimneys  at  Victoria  Mills,  Brick  Mills,  and  Crawshaw  Mills. 
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Cowsheds. 

During  the  year  one  insanitary  cowshed  has  been  pulled  down  at 
Windmill  Hill,  occupied  by  Mawson  Gaunt. 

One  insanitary  cowshed  has  been  closed  at  the  Banks  (but  not 
pulled  down)  this  was  occupied  by  Frank  Sanders. 

The  cowshed  occupied  by  John  Ringrose,  Cemetery  Road,  has 
been  put  into  good  condition.  There  has  been  a  new  system  of 
drainage,  the  floors  reconstructed.  The  lighting  and  ventilation 
improved  and  the  manure  pit  reconstructed. 

The  cowshed  at  Acres  Hall  has  been  put  into  good  condition. 
The  floor  has  been  re-constructed,  the  ventilation  and  lighting 
improved.  The  drains  brought  outside  the  shed. 

The  cowshed  occupied  by  Albert  Myers,  Fartown,  has  had 
the  lighting  improved. 

The  floor  has  been  repaired  at  the  Cowshed  at  Adcock 
Bank. 

D  tiring  the  year  one  cow  died  at  Tyersal  House  Farm  from 
Tuberculosis,  and  a  cow  died  from  Anthrax  at  Wild  Grove  Farm. 
The  Anthrax  cow  was  buried  and  the  sheds  disinfected  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Anthrax  Order  of  1899. 

Samples  of  Milk  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 

Drugs  Acts. 

Nine  samples  of  new  milk  were  taken  during  the  year..  The 
Analyst  Certificate  showed  seven  samples  to  be  genuine,  one  sample 
to  be  genuine  but  on  the  border  line,  both  in  regard  to  fat  and  solid 
not  fat,  and  one  sample  showed  milk  92  parts  per  cent,  added  water 
8  parts  per  cent.  The  Analyst  is  of  opinion  that  this  sample  has 
also  been  deprived  of  a  portion  of  its  natural  Tat  by  skimming  or 
similar  treatment.  This  case  will  be  taken  before  the  Magistrates 
on  January  28th.  1909.  The  sample  stated  to  be  on  the  border  line 
and  the  sample  stated  to  have  added  water,  were  both  taken  from 
the  same  person.
